THE LEBANON MAN DOES NOT 
WANT TO BE GOVERNOR. 


HE SHOULD NOT BF FORCED. 


His Excellency Talks Plainly About 
Both National and State Politics 
„„ and Wire-Pulling. 


Governor Stone came in last night and will 
remain over to-day looking after private 
matters. He says he is not here to attend 
the conventions next week. He says there 
can be no possible doubt that the silver men 
of all parties should get together, for the 
reason that in union there is strength. 

As to the terms of union the Governor 
says he does not care a snap. He says the 


only way for people to get together is to 
et together without ceremony or dicker- 


ng. 

Ernere will be no trouble,“ remarked His 
Excellency, about the n who are in real 
earnest in this great fight—who put the 
cause and country above self—getting to- 
gether, and I think they will do it, no mat- 
ter who tries to prevent it.“ 

Asked if he knew anything about Mr. 
Bland's candidacy for the Governorship, he 


aid: 

i ‘All I know about it is what I heard Mr. 
Bland say at Jefferson City yesterday. He 
gaid he was not a candidate, would not be 
a candidate, and would not accept the nomi- 
nation if tendered. I do not state the case 
any broader than I understood him to state 
it. Mr. Bland is an honest, sincere man. 
He would make a good Governor. We are 
close personal friends, and his election to 
the Governorship would be personally as 

leasing to me as the election of any other 
‘jiving man. But I know how Bland feels 
about this matter, ang he is right. He de- 
gires to return to Con Kess, and the reasons 
inspiring him to this are both wise and 


triotir. 

Aicher of the other three gentlemen named 
—Waddill, Stephens or Bali—would make a 
good candidate fog Governor and a good 
executive when eletted. 

‘All these gentlemen are deserving. They 

nerously offered to withdraw in Bland’s 

vor if he would run, but he said em- 
phatically that he would not run. I do not 
care who is nominated, but I do believe in 
fair play, and so does Bland. There are 
plenty of men in this State who deserve 
any honor the party can confer, and worth 
' and honorable men should be fairly treated. 
What I have said I know és in accord with 
Mr. Bland’s own views. That is all I care 
to say, except I will add that while Mr. 
Bland has many true nds who would 
gladly support him ft Governor if he 
cared to make the race, many of those 
who are most persistent in pressing him 
for the gubernatorial nomination are men 
who praise him in public and damn him 
in private—men who are seeking to use his 
name to gratify their persona! spites against 
| other people. 
“I despise a thing like that. I like a man 
who fights in the open; I despise those who 
fight under cover. Again, I say, I am meas- 
urably indifferent as to who is nominated 
for Governor, or for any other State office, 
so that worthy men are chosen, but I feel 
indignant when I see a lot of peopje, who I 
know and Bland knows are not his friends, 
trying to use his honored name, without 
any regard to its ultimate effect on him, as 
a means of venting their spleen on other 
men whose shoe latches they are not 
worthy to loosen.” 9 


State Treasurer Stephens came down on a 
late train from Jefferson City last night 
with Mr. Bland as far as Pacific. Here Mr. 
Bland got off to catch a Frisco train for 
Lebanon. 

„Mr. Bland told me in terms as positive as 
he could make them he was not a candi- 
date for Governor,“ said Mr. Stephens, and 
that he would refuse to accept even if the 
Convention should be stampeded to him, 
and he was nominated unanimously. He said 
that the insistence of some péople that he 
permit the use of his name was extremely 
embarrassing to him; that he had never Je. 
ceived or misled anybody in his life—had 
never told a lie—and that he hoped his 
friends would not place him in that light 
at this late day of his carreer. 

„He also told me that in a few days he 
would prepare a statement for the press 
effectually setting at rest all rumors about 
his willingness to accept the nomination 
for Governor under any circumstances.”’ 

Maj. Harvey W. Salmon of Clinton, who 
is also prominently mentioned for the 
gubernatorial nomination, is in the city 
and the fact that he appears to be strangely 
impressed with the advisability of nominat- 
ing Mr. Bland for Governor, nolens volens, 
would seem to indicate that the Major has 
no idea of entering the race himself. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Maj. Salmon 


said: 

„Mr. Bland is stronger now than before 
he was defeated at Chicago. I have no 
doubt that he would accept the nomination 
for Governor if it were tendered him unani- 
mously. If he should it would guarantee to 
the party the United~ States Senatorship 
and thirteen of the fifteen Congressmen in 
Missouri. His name at the head of the 


State ticket would also greatly help us in 


a number of close counties.

Exposi- 
tion track. They were arrested under thé 
law of 1895, enacted during a special session 
of the Legislature. Judge Wofford declared 
the new law wnconstitutional for the rea- 
Son that it was class legislation, and was 
not direct in bearing on all of the people. 
In 1891 there was a law which prohibited bet- 
ting on races outside of the State and the 
law of 1895 was to cover races within the

HOUGHTON, Mich., July 18.—Prof. W. 
W. McEwen of Jackson proposes to revo- 


lutionize aeronautics by oe an im- 
mense rocket for his ascensions instead of 
the time-worn balloon. Various models 
have been exper‘mented with and a great 
deal of careful test work done with va- 
rious materials and different forms of the 
rocket. At last a model has been produced 
which has made three highly guccessful 
ascensions and Mr. McEwen has begun 
work in Chicago upon the 60-foot rocket of 
aluminum, phosphorus, bronze and other 
things, which is to carry him two miles in 
the air in fewer seconds than mortal 
man has ever before traversed that distance 
on earth or through the atmosphere.

y|SAVAGELY CUT HER MOTHER. 


Joseph Warreck, While Drunk, Mu- 
tilates His Wife and Her Fifteen- 
Year-Old Daughter. 


Joseph Warreck married the widow 
O'Donnell last January. Friday night he 
attacked her and her 15-year-old daughter, 
Eva O’Donnelt, with a razor. 

After cutting the flesh on the woman’s 
head and arms to ribbons, he turned his at- 
terition to the girl, chopped one of her eyes 
out and sliced her nose nearly off. 

He is in jail and his victims are in the 
City Hospital. The girl may die. 

Mrs. Warreck has 4 great gash on the 
side of her head which cut clear to the skull, 
and encircling the ear, nearly cut that mem- 
ber off. Her left arm has a half dozen great 
gashes in it between the wrist and shoul- 
der. 

The condition of her daughter ig more 
serious. 

Warreck made a slash at her with his 
razor and struck her on the forehead. The 
razor cut clear to the bone, passing 
through the right eye and tearing it from the 
gocket. The steel almost severed the nose 
and laid the cheék wide open. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter saw Mrs. War- 
reck in the Hospital Saturday morning. She 
gaid she Was 31 years old, her husband 2. 
He was an upholsterer, but had not worked 
since the tornado. 

„We were married in January of this 
year,” said Mrs. Warreck. “For a few 
weeks all went well, but he soon began to 
drink and treated me and my children so 
cruelly that I could not stand it. Just be- 
fore the tornado I took my children and 
went to live by myself at 2110 South Ninth 
street. I did sewing and was getting along 
nicely. My husband kept bothering me, but 
he never threatened me with violence till 
a week ago. 

„That night he was drinking more than 
usual. He mes me on the street as I was 
returning from a friend’s house. He drew a 
razor from his pocket and said he would 
kin me with it some time. I hardly thought 
ie meant what he said. 

“Last night about 10 o’clock I was re- 
turning from a visit 20 Mrs. King's at 1006 
Walnut street, when Warreck again met 
me. He insisted on going home with me, 
but he was drinking and I tried to dis- 
suade him. He went any way, and we had 
no more than entered when he began his 
abuse. I ordered him to leave the house. 
This seemed to anger him and he drew his 
ragor and began slashing at me. He struck 
me repeatedly and I ran out of doors 
screaming. 

“Warreck then turned on my daughter 
Eva. I started back into the house calling 
for help. We heard people running, and 
my husband ran out of the back door. 

“The doctor says Eva is dangeromly 
wounded. I am sorry he did not wreak 
his vengeance on me alone, and not butcher 
my girl. Her face is frightfully cut, and 
she has lost one eye.“ 

Warreck was arrested at 4:30 o’clodk Sat- 
urday morning at his boarding house, at 1028 
Hickory street, by Sergeant Allen and Of- 
ficer Geimer. He had crawled under the 
bed to escape the officers, He had cut off 
his mustache for the purpose of disguising 
himself, At the police station he admitted

PASSING COUNTERFEIT. 


WHOLESALE WORK SUSPECTED. 


A Poplar. Street Candy Factory, Run 
by Greeks, to Be Searched for

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The Police Department and the Federal 
authorities are now investigating what 
they believe will turn out to be a counter- 


feiters’ den. 
The house under suspicion is 519 Poplar 
Street, and is run by a lot of Greeks as a 


candy store. . 

It is believed that from this_ place the 
numerous counterfeit’ silger dollars which 
have bothered the Fedéefal authorities in 
this city for several months have issued. 

As a result of the investigation just _— 
four arrests have been made and others are 
expected. If it is a counterfeit gang it is a 
big one and the counterfeiters have made 
large profits. — 

Friday afternoon a Greek boy who claimed 
to be 16 years old named Anton Popa was 
arrested in Carondelet on complaint of two 
store keepers, each of whom asserted that 
Popa had attempted to pass a counterfeit 
silver dollar. ' 

The arrest was made by Sergeant Mulligan 
and Patrolman Hanifan of the First Police 
District. At the station house the 
boy was searched. In one of his pockets 
was found four counterfeit silver dollars, 
all from the same mold. 

The arrest was due to the delicate sense 
of touch of Edward Heinzman, who keeps 
a saloon at 7301 South Broadway. 

Popa entered the saloon about 9:30 and 
tendered a silver dollar in payment of some- 
thing he had ordered. Heinzman, as he 
touched the coin, suspected its genuineness, 
and to set all doubts at rest tested it with 
his knife. It proved to be a cleverly exe- 
cuted counterfeit. 

The boy’s first story as to how he came 
by the spurious coin was that three Greek 
candy makers at 519 Poplar street had given 
it to him to pass and return the three

The Government authorities are going on 
the presumption that if counterfeit money 
has been made in the place, Popa has not 
been the only person employed in passing 
the coin, and that possibly the gang may 
number twenty or thirty and extend to 
other cities. 

The bad dollars taken from the boy in 


Carondelet are of exceptionally good make. 


The execution of the mold is excellent, 
the letters and figures, disc and rim are 
almost perfect. The metals have been har- 
monized, so that there is a clear ring, bu? 
the sound differs considerably from the 
enuine. Then there is a peculiar soapy 
eeling to the counterfeit coin which is 
not noticeable in the dollars made as the 
Government mints. 

The investigation of the case was not 
begun until nearly noon Saturday when 
several Deputy United States Marshals 
and two detectives from police headquarters 
started for the Poplar street candy store. 

The three Greeks under arrest cannot be 
seen by outsiders, as the police have not 
yet put them through the sweating'“ pro- 
cess, but it is given out that they will not 
talk even to the police. 

Popa was arraigned before the United 
States Commissioner Saturday at noon and 
held in the sum of $1,000. He could not 
give the bond. 


BRYAN AT MEMPHIS.

The United States and Great Britain 
Have Wot Made Much Przc- 
tical Progress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18.—The cor- 
respondence which has passed between the 
Governments of tne United States and 
Great Britain respecting the establishment 
of a general system of arbitration for the 


settlement of any disputes which might 


arise between the two countries, and also 
for the settlement by arbitration of the dis- 
pute over the Venezuelan boundary, has 
been made public in the shape of a dozen 
letters which have been exchanged this 
year betwee: Secretary Olney, Lord Salis- 
bury, Sir Julian Pauncefote and Ambassa- 

dor Bayard. 7 
The correspondence is of great interest 
as marking a sensible advance toward the 
adoption by the two English-speaking na- 
tions of the principles of arbitration as the 
means of settling disputes between them- 
selves, but the persons who have looked for- 
ward to the speedy conclusion of the treat-

great issues between the two nations, are 
doomed to disappointment, for at the date of 


exchange of the last note, one from Secre- 


tary Olney to the British Ambassador here,

addition of provisions that, in the estimation 
of Secretary Olney, will render the attempt 
at arbitration nugatory, because there are 
2 means of making the findings of the ar- 

rators binding upon the ey or of re- 
moving them from the possibility of infinite 
appeals. 

As to the Venezuelan matter, — 
the difficulty that can not be overcome is 
the refusal of the British to subject to arbi- 
tration the territory upon which .British 
e have actually settled. Imitation 
arbitration is what Secretary 2 desig- 
nates Lord Salisbury’s project, while the 
British Premier criticises Secretary Olney’s 
plan as calculated to result in evils worse 
than war in the institution of innumerable 
suits to recover claimed territory. 


SALISBURY TALES. 


He Lays the Arbitration Papers Be- 
fore the Lords. 

LONDON, July 18.—The Marquis of Salis- 

bury has laid before the House of Lords 


papers on the subject of arbitration. 
He said that the negotiations between 
the United States and Great Britain 
werg not compieted, but were advancing 
amicably. On the smaller question ot 
Venezuela, regarding which the United 
States had assumed an attitude of fnendly 
pretection, the difficulties arose out of the 
fact that the Venezula claim placed two- 
thirds of the colony of British Guiana sub- 
ject to arbitration. The first thing neces- 
sary was to ascertain the real facts in re- 
gard to the controversy from the history of 
Venezuela. When that had been fully as- 
certained by a committee in which both 
countries had confidence he felt that the 
diplomatic questions to follow should not be 
very difficult of adjustment, but even if 
they should be, those difficulties would be 
overcome by arbitration. It had been im- 
possible to move faster, owing to the ab- 
sence of a full knowledge of the facts in 
the case. The labor involved had been enor- 
mous. 

In regard to a general system of arbitra- 
tion between the United States and Great 
Britain, Lord Salisbury said there woul4 
be difficult in dealing with ca so large 
as to contain issues of a vital?character. 
After much discussion with the United 
States upon this point, he thought that 
the tendency of the United States was to 
desire the pid and summary decision of 
a question, The British Government 
thought the system of obligatory arbitra- 
tion was attended with hazard. Proper 
machinery must first be provided. In re- 
cent years the United States had evinced a 
disposition to take up the causes of many 
South American republics, but this Gov- 
ernment had not quarreled with that dis- 
*

The Globe Thinks Salisbury All but 
| Recognized It. 
LONDON, July 18.—Commenting to-day 
upon the correspondence on the subject of 
arbitration which the Marquis of Salisbury 


laid before the House of Lords on yester- 
day, the Globe expresses the opinion that 
the British Premier has been perilously 
near recognition of the Monroe Doctrine. 
On this point the Globe says: 

We must beware of weakening in the 
slightest degree the position hitherto 
maintained by Great Britain.“ 

The Globe also thinks that the Foreign 
Office has been altogether too complacent 
in respect to the Venezuela question itseif 
and trusts that there is no disposition on 
the part of the Government to recede from 
the determination not to recognize the 
American Commission. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that both 
sides of the correspondence have shown a 
disposition to discuss each possible solu-" 
tion in a conciHatory spirit. 

The St. James Gazette expresses the fear 
that negotiations have not brought the 
United States much nearer to a settlement.

LINCOLN EXTENDS THEM AN EN- 
THUSIASTIC WELCOME. 


WITHOUT REGARD TO PARTY. 


The Democratic Nominee Makes a | 
Feeling Palk and Says Lincoln | 
Is His Lifetime Home. 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 18.—It is estimated 
that 20,000 people turned out last nigh: to | 
weicome Wm, J. Bryan and his wife home. 
It was a non-partisan reception, for both 
Democrats and Republicans participated in 
it. The Mayor of the city, the City Council 
and distinguished citizens of every poltical 
belief were at the train. There were bands 
of music, men carrying banners with mot- 
toes complimentary to the Democratic lead- 
er and flags and bunting hung from the 
fronts of the business houses and dwell- 
ings. All day long excursion trains brought 
in people from the surrounding country, 
and to-night the whole town was in a tur- 
moll of enthusiastic delight. 

As soon as Mr. Bryan and his family 
alighted from the train in Lincoln they 
were driven to their home, where friends 
and neighbors had prepared a feast for 
them. Tihe house has been elaborately dec- 
orated with flags and bunting and the 


lawn was hung with electric lights. 

From their home they were driven in a 
carriage, escorted by Bryan marching clubs 
and military. bands, to the State House, 
where they received thb citizens of the 
capital city. 

Mr, Bryan was among his own people and 
needed no tMmtroduction. When he came for- 
ward he was received with thundering ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Bryan said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—I am proud to- 
night to be able to say of those who are 
assembled here, ‘These are our neighbors.’ 
I beg to express to Republicans, Democrats, 
Populists, Prohibitionists and all of other 
2 the gratitude which we feel for 

is magnificent compliment. I say ‘we,’ 
because she who has shared my struggles 
d/ serves her full share of all the honors 
that may come-to me. 

This. scene to-night recalls the day, nine 
years ago this month, when by accident 
rather than by design 1 first set foot within 
the limits of the city of Lincoln. I re- 
member the day because I fell in love with 
the town and then made the resolve to 
make it my future home. I came among 
you a stranger in a strange land, and yet 
no people have ever treated a stranger 
more kindly than you have treated me. 

“But I desire to express to-night, not only 
our grateful appreciation of all the kind- 
ness, soctal and political, that you have 
shown us, but to give to you this assurance, 
that if by the suffrages of my countrymen 
I, for a short time, occupy the most hon- 
orable position within the gift of the peo- 
ple, that I shall return to the people who 

rst took me in their arms. This shall be 
my home when earthly honors have passed 
away and I shall mingle my ashes with the 
dust of my beloved 1 

This is no political gathering. I see here 
the faces of those who, with hearts as hon- 
est as I hope my own heart is, differ from 
me on all the issues of the day, but I am 
so glad that love can leap across party 
lines and abide in the holy friendship with 
these whose judgment goes apart 

J thank the Mayor of this great city for 
the charity which he has shown to-day. I 
thank all those of all parties who have been 
willing for the moment to forget the dif- 
ferences that exist between us and join in 
celebrating the fact that at last the nom- 
ination for President has crossed the Mis- 
souri River. 

We are glad that the Prohibition party 
came to our city for its candidate, and if 
the great Republican party, which for so 
many years has dominated in the counsels 
of the nation, had selected a Nebraska man 
for the head of that ticket I would have 
led you in doing honor to him, regardless 
of what his opinions might have been. I 
am glad that the States of this Union, Last 
and West and South, will have their at- 
tention turned toward this great prairie 
State, and towards this capital city. 

We believe, my friends, that when our 
fellow-citizens in other sections of this land 
shall become acquainted with the people of 
this State and the — of this nation that 
they will be brought nearer to us, and that 
it will be a tie to bind us all in a common 
love of the greatest nation on God’s foot- 
stool to-day.

Bryan held a reception in honor of the vis- 
iting members of the press. The joyous 
uproar in the way of blowing horns, ring- 
ing bells and discharging fireworks was 
kept up till long after midnight.

WITH FIXED BAYONETS. 


The Cleveland Militia Wounds Several 
of the Rioters. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 18.—Martial law 
obtains in the district which embraces the 
Brown Company’s works, Several incipient 


riots were in progress last night, and riot- 
ers were wounded by the bayonets of the 
militia. While the soldiers were guarding 
the works, after the departure of the non- 
union men, a crowd of 1,000 strikers gath- 
ered. One of them threw a rock, which 
grazed Capt. Zimmerman’s cap. Then the 
order to charge was given, and the soldiers 
plunged forward: The crowd broke and 
started to run, but all could not get away 
from the soldiers. At least a dozen men 
were bayoneted, and some seriously hurt. 

Meanwhile, a mob of some 4,000 strikers, in 
another part of town, were pursuing a lone 
militiaman. 

Special Policeman Owen Murphy ap- 
peared, and started to escort the militia- 
man to a patrol box, that police assistance 
might be summoned, but the mob encom- 
passed them and attacked them with stones, 
sticks and fists. 

Company F hastened to the rescue. At 
double quick, with rifles at charge bayonets, 
they rushed at the crowd, clearing the 
streets speedily. A number of men and boys 
were stabbed with bayonets, but only two 
sericously—Thomas Garrity, of Oxford 
street, and Thomas McGlarvey, of St. Clair 
street. They are wounded in the back, and 
McGlarvey may die. In the excitement the 
lone militiaman slipped away, and though 
doubtless injured, is probably not danger- 
ously hurt. Murphy, however, was so bad- 
ly beaten that his recovery is in doubt.

Decision of the Indiana Supreme Court 
Knocks Racing Out. 


By the action of the Supreme Court of the 
State of Indiana the continuous racing 
string at Roby, Sheffield and Forsythe 
tracks has been completely knocked out.

The tickets for the Populist Convention 
were handed over by the printers Friday 
night and Saturday morning. 

They differ from those used at the Re- 
publican Convention in the fact that there 
is a separate ticket for each day and not 
for each session. A set of tickets for the 
Populist Convention consists of three tiok- 
ets, each with two coupons. The first cou- 
pon on each day admits to the morning ses- 
sion, the second coupon for the afternoon 
session and the ticket itself is good for the 
third session. 

In the event of the convention lasti 
more than three days the third day’s ticke 
is to be od for all subsequent sessions.

The total number of seats in the Audi- 
torium is 13,886. Of these tickets 8,886 are in 
the hands of the People’s Party Executive 
Committee and of rgeant-at-Arms Mc- 
Dowell. The majority of these will be dis- 
tributed among delegates, tes, repre- 
sentatives of the press and 1 ed 
visitors. The remainder of the tickets,

MARY CLEARY UNDER GUARD. 


Her Story Corroborated by One New 
Witness, Who Is Contradicted 
by Another.

He rushed over to the saloon at Twenty- 
third and Pine streets with the policeman 
and they found Amison lying on the floor 
behind bar, near the ice chest. 

The wounded man asked some one to no- 
tify his wife of the shooting. Daniels vol- 
unteered to go, but did not know where she 
lived. Then some one gave him the number, 
2319 Pine street, and he ran up there. 

Daniels told Chief Desmond that he 
rapped at Mrs.“ Amison’s door a@d in a 
few minutes she opened the door. She 
was in a night gown and her bare feet, and 
he asked her if she was the saloonkeeper’s 
wife. She replied that she was Mrs. Ami- 
son, and Daniels told her that her husband 
was shot. 

Daniels says he went into her bed room 
and remained there while she dressed, and 
that he went down to the saloon with her 
when she had completed her toilet. 

This story is approved by “Mrs.” Ami- 
son. 

The new witness, whose name the police 
will not divulge, but whose story contra- 
dicts that of Daniels and Mrs.“ Amison, 
rented a furnished room og the third floor 
front of th house at 2318 Pine street, di- 
rectly opposkte the Amison flat. He says 
that the night of the murder was so very 
warm he could not sleep. He had both 
windows up and was lying on the bed awake 
when he heard a pistol shot. 

He jumped up and looked out the win- 
dow and saw a crowd gathering at the 
saloon at Twenty-third street. After a 
few minutes a man or a tall boy ran to 
the Amison flat and knocked on the door. 
The front window in the flat over the 
Amison home opened and Mrs. Campbell 
put her head out and asked who was 
wanted. 

The rson who had rapped at the door 
went down the steps and as he stood on the 
pavement he looked up at Mrs. Campbell 
and asked her if she was Mrs. Amison. The 
witness understood the name as Mrs. Ander-

Mrs. Campbell said she was not, but that 
she would call Mrs. Amison. Then the mes- 
senger on the sidewalk said for Mrs. Camp- 
bell to tell Mrs. Amison that her husband 
was shot and for her to come down to the 
saloon immediately.
